WEEK WINDS UP WITH CRUSH OF EVENTS

Three Specinl Fentnres, Including the
Indians, Flower Parade and the
Incursion of Kansas Clty's
Clileens in Fall Force,

Yenterday wns n very lively day on the
grounds even in the absence of any special
celebration, and there was a good crowd
fn evidence from morning until the gates
closed. The reduced rate that went in foree
after 7 o'clock brought lurge accessions of
focal patronnge, und with few exoeplions
the people who were Induced to come from
other elties by the reduced rates for Flower

Dny remained.  The unsurpasaed love.
liness of the morning brought the
visitors out oarly, nnd the de-
lightful  atmosphere Inspired  the limit

of enjoyment. Ny the middle of the fore-
noon the bulldings were bustling with visi-
tors, and saveral thousand people were scat-
tered over the main court and the pratty
landscapes on the bluff,

The tremendous boum in the out of town
attendance that wos produced by the re-
dueed rates for Flower day encourages the
management to expect a big crowd today,
when Indinn day will be eelebrated by the
formal opening of the encampment on the
north truet and a parade and publie exhibl
tions of lndian sports and customs by 700
red men, reprosenting thirty western tribes
This will he an entirely new feature in ox-
position attractions and a revelation to every
visitor. No such exposition of Indian life
has ever before boen attempted, and 1t will
furnish o limitless fleld of Interest and profit
It will fully illustrate the differences in
dress, manners und dappearince between the
varlous tribes and afford a vast amount of
interesting information that could not be
acquired in any other way.

The entire population of the encampment
will appear in the parade, which will stary
from Twentieth street and the Midway al
1:20 o'clock. The cavaleade will pass down
the Midway to the Horticulture bullding
and thence back to the encampment, whore
the rest of the afternoon will be occupiea
by exhibitions of Indlan sports by the vari-
ous tribes. All this will be [ree to the
publie, and visitors will also be given full
1ibérty to inspect the encampment and see
how the primitive red men llve. The camp
will be especially interesting In the evening
with 1ts firelight lluminations, and further
amusement will be furnigshed by dances by
tho Omaha fribe and music by the Indian
band, The flreworks that will occur later
will be particularly eluborate,

For Kanaas Clty Day.

As the floral parade hes been postponed
1o Friday afternoon, ench day during the re-
mainder of the week will be a feature. Ar-
rangemoents will undoubtedly be secured by
which the Indian day excurslonists will be
permitted to remnin over for the flower car-
nival, and Saturday the Kansas City crowd
will arrive In force and remaln over Sun-
duy. Next week will bring another serles
of special events, and these will suceced cne
another almost continuously until the end
of the exposition.

The program that will figure in the cele-
bration of Kansns City day will be some-
what Informal, the idea belng to merely
indulge in enough oratory to make the vis-
Itors welcome without Interfering with their
desire to spend thelr time in seeing the ox-
position. The visitors will be distributed
pver three lines on as many special trains
a8 may he necessary to carry the crowd,
Muyor Jones and the other city officlals
will arrive on the Burlington at § o'clock
in the morning. They will be met at the
depot by the Omuha officials and escorted
In earriages (o thelr headguarters at the
Millard hotel. At 10 o'clock they will be
taken to the grounds and at 11 the exer-
cises of the day will be held in the Audi-
torlum, These will consist of an address of
woelcome by Maoayvor Mooreés and responses
by ex-Governor Crittenden of Missourl and
other members of the visiting party, Phin-
ney's band will interpolate a number of
gelections and then the visltors will be
turned loose on the grounds, The vislting
city oMeials will be entertained at lunch
by the Omuha offeinls st 1:30,

The unoMelal members of the party will
come in on the Port Arthur and Mlissour!
Pacific roads during the morning. They will
llkewise make their headquarters at the
Millard hotel and will participate in the
celebration on the grounds,

The Department of  ‘Transportation has
pucceaded In seouring the same rate for to-
morrow that was in force on Flower day.
There wis no time to secure action by the
Western Passenger assoclation, but the
railroads have congented to tuke independ-
eul action and make a rate of 1 cent a mile
in the 160-mile Wmit and one fare for the
round trip from outside points, As the
same rate was granted for Indian day It
practically covers the entire week, In con-
nectlon with the floral parade ¥riday aft-
ernoon Mrs. Clement Chase, president of
the Bureau of Entertainment, and the ex-
acutive committee announce that the re-
ception in thelr rooms in the Mines builld-

DUNRAVEN STANDS IN WAY

May Prevent Lipton from Challenging
for n Hace for the Ameris
en's Cap,

LONIDON, Aug, 3 —{New York World Ca-
ologram—E&pecial Telegram. )—S8ir Thomas
Lipton's projected challenge for Amerlon’s
cup Is 2l In suspense

The exact position of affalrs in relation
t the challenge was  explained to  the
Waorld correspondent today by a man closely
assoointed with Lipton In the matter.

The Royal Ulster Yacht club, of which
fApton has been for some years a member,
has adopted a resolution agreeing to for-
ward the challenge If satlafactory condltions
Are obtalnable, The conditlons which Lip-
ton himself and his advisers seek slmply
refer to the crowding of yachts by excur-
slon steamers and two more of 4 non-con-
troversinl character,

The Ulster Yacht club, however, thought
It for some reason only courteous to Bug-
Iish yachting authorities to refer the proper
challenge to the Yacht Racing association
for ita appreval. This lutter body hae Dun-
raven for Ith president and everyone takes
it for granted that Dunraven regards with
extreme digfavor any revival of a contest in
which he participated.

Beekstall Smith, secretary of the Yacht
Racing ns=goclation, stated to a World cor-
respondent at Cowes today that he had re-
plied to the Ulster Yacht elub that the pro-
poged challenge was no business of his as-
sociation, but should be lgsued on the sole
responsibility of the Ulster Yacht club, The
World corregpondent, on further inquiry,
found that the Ulster club had not recoived
the answer Beckstall Smith sald he had for-

warded. The membeérs of the Ulstér Yaoht
club seem to be afrald 1o act until they
discover that the Royal Yacht squadron

and other clubs to which Dunraven belongs
are favorahble to It

The World correspondent can gtate on the
highest authority that the prince of Wales
nnd duke of York hoth personally approve
and support Lipton in golng forward as
rhallenger and express the hope for ifnter-
natfonnl reasons that the struggle would be
fought out amicably, but it Is feared other
Influences in swell yachting circles here are
Inlmicable and unlesa the Ulster Yacht
club takes the matter Into It own hands
the Lipton sporting offer may prove abor-
tive,

He has sot his heart for years on challeng-
Ing for the America's cup. Last season he
bronched the subject to the Ulster Yacht
cluly committeg, but it declded that the
moment wag not opportune, Lipton now
siys: My lden I8 that as England has not
suececded In wresting the cup from the New
York Yacht club, Ireland should have a try.
I feel confident of a perfectly falr race and
that the best yacht will win. [ antlelpate
no trouble over conditions."

It 15 not at all improbable that the Ulster
Yacht club may be prompted by partisans
of Dunraven to submit conditions which
cannot be accepted. That at least is the
Idea which hias been expressed today at
Cowes, where all yachting notables of the
country are assembled, Tomorrow models of
the proposed challenger will be suomitted
to Lipton and his advisers in London by
Willlam Fife, jr., of Falrlle. Fife |5 keen
on the buslness and very sangulne of being
able to turn out a flyer. -

Lipton expects that the challenge, {f ac-
cepted, will cost him $250,000 and he is quite

prepared to spend more if necessary. The
marquis of Dufferin, commodore of the
Hoyal Ulster Yacht club, is strongly in

favor of the challenge belng issued without
more ado. If the Ulster club decldes In that
sense, Hon. Charles Russell, oldest. son of
Lord Chief Justice Russell of Killow Wen,
will proceed at once to New York Lo confer
on behalfl of Lipton with the New York
Yacht elub committee regpecting place and
other conditions of the race.

The tender, mall conch, baggage car and
two coaches were thrown to the bolttom of a
twenty-foot embankment, The conches rolled
over twice, golng nearly 100 feet, and were
filled with passengoers.

No One Killed, but Severnl People
Hudly Bruolsed Up.
PITTSBURG, Aug., 3.—~A report was cir-
oulated here tonight that a serlpus socldent
had happened to the big Odd Fellows' plenie
train, composed of twelve sections, on Its
return trip from Idlewild to this clty, and
thut several people were killed, The report
causpd much  excltement, because many

prominent citizens were on the train.

The fearest approach to definite informa-
tlon obtainable up to midnight I8 that no
ong was killed and while quite & number
were badly shaken up and  brulsed only
seven needed medloal atteption. One lady,
Mra. MoClelland of New Florence, Pa., |s
serfously hurt and may dle, 8he was taken
to her home on the fast line. Miss L. Adalr
of Apollo was badly injured, but will re-
cover. The others injured whose names
could be Jearned are: Miss Margaret Kauch
of Long Branch, N, J., Miss Mary Ellott
and Fluazman Hayden,

The nceldent oecurred at Blalrsville in-
tersection, where the West Pennsylvanla
seotion;, consisting of seventeen conches,
wis belng switched from the Pennsylvania
muin line to the Blairsville branch of the
West Pennsylvania. 1t was backed Into a
blind switeh, knocking away the bumper
and throwing the last car, which was
crowded with excurslonists, over an em-
bankment, The passengers were thrown vio-
lently from thelr seats into a confused heap
and pandemonium relgned. The cries for
help were quickly responded to by hundreds
of willlug resouers and all were soon taking
care of wounded,

INDIANA REPUBLICANS' PLATFORM.

Sound Money and Loynlty to the Un-
lonm Among Their Principles,

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 3.—The republicans
of Indiana completed the organization of
thelr state commlittee and adjourned until
tomorrow, when nominations will be made.

The platform heartily endorses every act
of the present national administration,
pralses the soldlers and sallors of the present
war, and upon the war question says:

While we sincerely deplore the necessity
of war. we believe the president and con-
gress acted wisely o demanding the com-
plete withdrawal of Spanish soverclgnty
from the island of Cuba and in procecding
to enforce the demand with the military and
naval power of the government.

The subject of territorial extension Is not
directly treated, but referred to as follows:

Having achieved {ts manhood, the repub-
He, under God, is entering upon its great-
eat period of power, happiness snd responel-
bility, realizing the mighty future of wealth,
prosperity and duty, which |8 even now
upon us, we favor the (xtension of Ameri-
can trade, the reformotion of cur consular
gervice nccordingly, the encouragement by
all legitimaté means of the Ameérican mer-
chant marine, the creation of a navy s
powerful as our commerce shall be exten-
give, and for public defense nnd security
and the establishment of conling statlons
and naval rendezvous wherever necessary.

We most heartlly approve the wisdom of
the annexation of the Hawalinn lslands as
a wise measure and recommoend the early
conatruction of the Nicaraguan canal undar
the immediate direction and exclusive con-
trol of the United States government, the
Importance and necessity of the canal hav-
Ing Lieen emphasized by recent events con-
nected with the present war with Spaln,

Chalrman Cullom to He Joined
Others at Chicago Today, Who
Start at Once,

CHICAGO, Aug, 3.—S8enator Shelby M.
Cullom, chairman of the Hawalian commis-
sion, arrived In Chicago this afternoon on
the way to the Sandwich islands. Senator
Morgan of Alabama and Congressman Iiitt,
the other two commissioners from the
United States, will arrive tomorrow. The
party will leave for San Francisco Thurs-
day,

The senator talked freely about his con-
templated journey and the work of the com-
misslon in the islands.

"Our whole alm,” he sald, "will be to
make a careful, accurate and minute inquiry
inte everything connected with the Islands
in order that the government may take
such action ms shall be conducive to thelr
greatest good. We shall have to look into
the merits of the principal schemes pro-
posed for the government of the islands
and decide whether they should be made a
territory or o county of Callfornia,

“How long we shall remaln In Hawall 1
ecannot say. We may merely collect data
while there and return home to classity
and elaborate it and make our final report.
Or we muay stay on the spot until our labors
are completed, 1t depends
how long the members of the commisglon
cun stay awany from their business and po-
litieal interests and the amount of testi-
mony to be taken.'

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3,—After a confer-
ence on the pence question, lasting Just an
bhour this afterncon, between the president
and M. Cambon, the French ambassador, Sec.

Inconelusive, wherefore the parties to it had
igreed to Bay nothing to the public as to
what had oceurred, The secrctary did not
appear 1o be discouraged us he made thie
statement, though he admitied that no timae
had been set for another conference,

From this it Is gathered that the long-
cxpected answer of the Spanish government
to the president’s note upon belng rocelved,
had turned out to be Just ns It was ex-
pected, elther a counter proposition or a re-
quest for o fuller stutement in detail upon
some of the heads of the president’s notoe.
Up to the middle of the afternoon It woas
stated by all parties concerned that the
spanish unewer had not been received; that
the only formal note that had come ta hand
was one from the Madrid ecabinet to M. Cam-
hon, asking for information upon some points
that were not clenr to the Spanish minister,
Howevoer, Just after 3 o'clock the sacretary
of the FPrench embassy, M. Thiecbaut, called
al the State department and arranged with
Seeretary Day for a meeting between the
president and ambassador ns soon as possi-
lile,

Unable to Reach Conelusion,

The meeting was set for 3:45 o'clock and
Secretary Dy was ot the White House In
senson, but was obliged to wait about fon
minutes for the Prench ambassador, As al-
ready stated, after conferring for an hour
the parties separnted, having been unable
to reach n conclusion as to the acceptance
by Spain of the peace conditions laid down
by the president and binding themselves (o
the observance of the strictest seerecy as
Io the proceedings until further progress had
been made, Thus, it is practically as-
sured in advanes that any attempt to stata
what occurred at today's meeting at the
White House will be nothing more than pure
guess work,

Meantime, in consonance with the de
clared purpose of the president at the he
glnning of the overtures, this conference 1y
not operating to restrain military operatlons
In any degree. Orders went out taday for
i conference of leaders of the regiments
to accompany General Wade to Porto Rice
and within twenty-four hours some of the
troops of this expedition will be boarding
the transports at Newport News, 1t (s felt
that even should an armistice be declared,
before these troops seo netlve service af
the front, it will be beneflelal for them te
have muade the trip, for oltherwise there
was danger of the morals of the troops he-
ing destroyed through thelr craving to get
away from the big concentration camps and
al least see the shores of Cuba or Porte
Hico. Profiting by Its last experlence, Gen-
eral Wade's expedition is golng to be the
most complete in detalls of any that have
yet left our shores and the soldiers protéetod
In their health and comfort to the greatost
degree.
